3. The ſame Reaſons, which thoſe Pre: 
byterians in Scotland give for their op- 
poſing the Union, muſt ia their cwn 
Explication of them oblige them much 
more ftrongly, againſt any Union with 
or joyning to a Popiſh Pretender.
